NATO 
SECRET S 
REVEALED 


Vienna. , ‘Magarin ,, i the Aus- 
trian Journal, has published bo- 
vend NATO top secret donr- 
ments which have couie Into tie 
possession. 


The flrst nuclear strike and 
limited nuclear warfare were 
not invented by tile Reagan ad- 
ministration, the Journal points 
out, for ten years ago they for- 
med part of a NATO plan for 
Europe. This follows from tho 
NATO (op classified document 
code-named “2 ATAF”. 


The journal cjuoles from the 
secret document “2 ATAF" ol 
January 31, 1973, as follows: 
the goal of the flrst selective 
strike Is to destroy the atomic 
potentialities of the Warsaw 
Treaty, their vital means of con- 
trol and defence or to do them 
tho greatest damage possible.
